A  New  Concept  in  Student  Housing 


"To  me,"  smiles  Mrs.  J.  E.  Kuhn 
'16  dreamily,  "it  would  be  like  living 
in  a  fairyland."  And  while  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College's  newly-constructed 
Townhouse  Village  is  a  reality,  rather 
than  something  created  by  the 
brothers  Grimm,  it  may  seem  more 
like  the  latter  to  many  of  those  familiar 
with  Lenoir  Rhyne  student  housing  in 
days  gone  by. 

Townhouse  Village  is  a  nine- 
building  complex  located  on  five  acres 
of  the  Mauser  property  acquired  by 
Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1969.  There  are  16 
six-student  units  and  six  14-student 
units  in  the  complex,  which  is 
occupied  by  women  students  and  head 
resident,  Mrs.  G.  Edmond  Lohr.  The 
six-student  units  are  united  in  three 
row  townhouses,  while  the  14-student 
units  are  separate  buildings.  With 
minor  modifications  all  or  any  part  of 
the  Village  could  be  converted  to 
apartments. 

A  new  concept  in  student  housing, 
the  apartment-style  construction  of 
Townhouse  Village  is  in  keeping  with 
the  trend  toward  small-unit  housing  on 
college  and  university  campuses.  It 
also  meets  student  desires  and  will 
hopefully  provide  them  with  an 
atmosphere  more  conducive  to  study 
than  that  of  the  traditional  dormitory. 
Regardless  of  the  reasons  for  its  con- 
struction, however,  it  is,  as  Mrs.  Kuhn 
says,  "a  far  cry  from  the  student  hous- 
ing at  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  the  past." 

The  1916  alumnus  lived  in  the  home 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  president  Dr.  R.  A. 
Yoder  during  her  college  days,  and  she 
has  vivid  memories  of  student  housing 
at  the  college  then.  "The  Yoder 
home,"  she  comments,  "was  a  self- 


help  dormitory  in  those  days.  It  stood 
where  St.  Andrew's  Church  does 
today.  The  girls  who  did  their  own 
cooking,  cleaning  and  other  work  — 
the  ones  who  couldn't  afford  to  take 
advantage  of  college  services  in  these 
areas  —  lived  in  the  upstairs  of  the 
house.  The  Yoders  and  later  another 
family  lived  below.  As  I  recall,  there 
were  10  or  12  of  us  upstairs. 

"We  had  a  big  wash  pot  in  the  back- 
yard to  boil  our  clothes  for  cleaning, 
one  family  kept  a  cow  in  the  barn  at 
the  house  and  one  mother  lived  there 


with  her  daughters  while  they  went  to 
school.  It  was  a  difficult  situation," 
concludes  Mrs.  Kuhn,  "but  it  was  the 
only  way  that  we  could  afford  a  college 
education,  and  we  were  glad  to  live 
there." 

The  buildings  in  Townhouse  Village 
are  of  home-quality  with  the  lower  por- 
tions of  brick  veneer  and  the  uppers 
of  exposed  cedar.  Fixtures  inside  are 
also  of  home-quality.  They  are  con- 
structed in  a  cluster  and  joined  by 
sidewalks.  Another  sidewalk  and  a 
wide  street  lead  to  the  complex,  and 
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offstreet  parking  is  available  for  125 
cars.  Both  the  parking  lot  and  the 
interior  walks  are  well-lighted. 

The  home-quality  construction  of 
Townhouse  Village  is  more  economi- 
cal and  allowed  for  faster  building,  but 
it  also  will  require  better  care  than  the 
institutional-quality  dormitories. 
Walls,  doors  and  fixtures  in  general 
in  the  carpeted,  air-conditioned  village 
are  not  as  heavy  or  punishment- 
resistant  as  those  in  most  campus 
buildings. 

"We  hope,"  comments  Lenoir 
Rhyne  business  manager  Harry  S. 
Livengood,  "that  the  students  living 
in  Townhouse  Village  will  take  good 
care  of  the  buildings.  Because  of  the 
tremendous  amount  of  money 
involved  in  their  construction  and  their 
home  quality,  we  will  have  to  make 
sure  that  their  occupants  take  pride 
in  them  and  treat  the  buildings 
accordingly." 

Hickory  Construction  Company  is 
building  the  village  at  a  cost  of  approx- 
imately $700,000.  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Catawba  County  is  financing 
the  construction.  Haywood  C.  Martin 
'49  served  as  project  inspector  for 
architects  Robert  Clemmer  '26,  Hor- 
ton  and  Bush. 

Sam  DeVenney  '64  recalls  the  care 
of  dormitories  in  his  days  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  saying  "We  were  pretty  well- 
supervised  when  I  was  at  the  college. 
We  had  hall  counselors,  and  Dean  Sox 
(E.  J.  '26)  was  our  head  resident.  I 
even  think  we  had  room  checks  then," 
continues  DeVenney,  "but  whether 
or  not  that  is  true,  I  know  the  dorm 
was  well  taken  care  of." 

DeVenney  lived  in  Dr.  J.  L.  Morgan 
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Hall  while  he  was  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
and  is  awed  by  the  new  housing  com- 
plex. "We  thought  Morgan  was  pretty 
nice  then,"  he  smiles,  "but  these  new 
quarters  are  something  else." 

The  six-student  units  in  Townhouse 
Village  have  a  living  room,  baths 
upstairs  and  down,  and  three  bed- 
rooms. Each  bedroom  has  two  beds, 
two  desks,  two  wardrobes  and  a  chest 
of  drawers.  The  larger  units  have  a 
living  room  and  seven  bedrooms. 
There  is  a  bath  for  each  room,  and 
furnishings  are  basically  the  same  as 
in  the  smaller  units,  except  there  are 
walk-in  closets  rather  than  wardrobes. 

Luther  "Buck"  Adams  '49,  who 
lived  in  Highland  Hall  while  a  student 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  also  impressed  with 
the  Village.  "Townhouse  Village,"  he 
says,  "is  certainly  in  keeping  with 
modern  trends  in  student  housing.  It 
is  wonderful  in  that  it  gives  students 
an  off-campus  living  atmosphere,  and 
yet  they  are  really  on-campus. 
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"We  enjoyed  living  in  Highland," 
concludes  Adams,  "But  I  would  con- 
sider it  a  real  privilege  to  stay  in  one 
of  these  new  dwellings." 

While  Townhouse  Village  has  been 
the  major  construction  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  over  the  summer,  other  build- 
ing has  gone  on,  too.  The  guest  box 
overlooking  College  Field,  donated  by 
several  members  of  the  Piedmont  Edu- 
cational Foundation,  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  a  new  baseball  field  has 
been  graded  and  seeded  on  the  Mauser 
property. 

Further  construction  will  continue 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne  as  additional  parts 
of  the  Strategy  for  the  Seventies  capi- 
tal improvement  plan  are  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Townhouse 
Village  is  the  initial  step  in  the  portion 
of  the  plan  approved  so  far.  Its  comple- 
tion will  eventually  permit  the  college 
to  convert  Mauney  Hall  into  faculty 
office  space,  remove  Highland  Hall 
and  renovate  the  Daniel  E.  Rhyne 
classroom  building. 
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A  SHORT  COURSE  IN  COMPASSION

Mrs.  Lorene  Huff- 
man Painter  '53,  assist- 
ant professor  of  educa- 
tion at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College,  authored  the 
following  article,  pub- 
lished in  the  Spring, 
1973  issue  of  The  Delta 
Kappa  Gamma  Bulletin. 
Response  to  the  article  was  tremendous  with 
letters  received  from  Texas,  California  and 
other  distant  points.  An  active  member  in 
Nu  Chapter,  Eta  State  of  the  teacher's  hon- 
orary sorority.  Mrs.  Painter  is  also  author  of 
Guide  to  Secondary  Student  Teaching,  an 
assignment  manual  unique  to  Lenoir  Rhyne. 
In  addition  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumnus  has 
contributed  to  the  North  Carolina  English 
Teacher,  American  Education  Research 
Association  and  Advent  Christian  Witness. 
She  belongs  to  the  National  Education 
Association,  the  North  Carolina  Association 
of  Educators  and  the  Parent-Teachers 
Association,  as  well  as  doing  volunteer  work 
for  the  American  Cancer  Society  and  the 
Heart  Fund.  During  her  college  years  Mrs. 
Painter  was  an  honor  student  and  an  excel- 
lent debater.  She  is  married  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  athletic  director  Hanley  H.  Painter, 
and  they  have  two  children,  Charlie,  14,  and 
Janet,  10.  The  following  account  of  Mrs. 
Painter's  January  Interim  course  is  true,  but 
the  names  of  the  pupils  have  been  changed. 
and  the  cooperating  public  school  goes 
nameless.  Even  without  names,  however, 
the  story  of  Mrs.  Painter's  Interim  is  a  good 
example  of  the  success  with  which  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  January  term  has  met.  As  another 
Interim  approaches,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
produce  experiences  as  meaningful  and 
worthwhile  as  those  recounted  below. 


There  must  be  a  million  other  stories 
on  the  bookshelf  of  childhood,  but  I 
have  here  a  sampling  of  vignettes  from 
a  recent  anthology  —  designs  without 
a  borderline  that  cry  out  and  shade 
off  gradually.  They  were  sketched 
with  the  freshness,  simplicity  and 
gentleness  of  youth  not  far  removed. 
They  are  classic  with  the  tender  pathos 
of  early  adolescence,  the  painful 
awakening  of  social  conscience  and 
the  sudden  astonishment  of  innocence 
betrayed  —  a  collection  of  case  studies 
that  look  into  people  rather  than  at 
them.  My  January  students  and  I 
explored  the  labyrinth  of  secondary 
reading  problems  with  poignant  results 
that  speak  a  challenge  to  each  of  us. 

During  the  annual  Interim  between 
traditional  semesters,  our  students 
elect  from  an  array  of  hopefully 
innovative,  activity-based  courses. 
Upper  classmen  are  given  priority  in 
registration  so  the  travel  courses  and 
rather  mod  ventures  are  quickly  taken 
by  them.  Though  I  usually  teach 
seniors  prior  to  the  internship  of  stu- 
dent teaching,  I  found  my  Interim 
course  composed  predominantly  of 
freshmen  with  only  one  semester  of 
college  experience  and  no  declared 
major.  I  was  frankly  apprehensive  at 
the  outset  because  a  third  of  the  course 
involved  tutoring  pupils  who  were 
reading  below  grade  level  at  a  nearby 
junior  high  school. 

Thus  some  background  in  the 
theories,  principles  and  techniques  of 
education  would  have  to  be  hastily 
provided  for  my  freshmen  during  their ' 
tutoring  assignments.  Seventh  graders 
had  already  been  selected  for  the  pro- 
ject because  this  is  the  most  critical 


stage  for  academic  survival  if  a  child 
has  already  repeated  a  year  to  no  avail 
in  the  elementary  school.  Snow  fell 
immediately  after  the  initial  visit  of 
each  student  to  become  acquainted 
with  his  child.  The  Interim  schedule 
with  intensive  study  of  one  course  for 
one  month  is  as  flexible  as  each  profes- 
sor wishes  to  make  it,  so  we  began 
our  "crash  study"  of  psychology  and 
methods  while  the  public  schools  were 
closed.  We  conferred  often  about 
appropriate  materials  as  well  as  symp- 
tomatic behavior,  but  other  than  my 
initial  visit  to  the  cooperating  school, 
the  group  was  left  to  its  own  strategy 
and  devices  for  that  one  hour  of 
encounter  each  day. 

Public  school  proved  indeed  a 
laboratory  of  life  for  these  college  stu- 
dents —  a  miniature  of  the  larger  soci- 
ety with  its  isolates,  stars,  the 
loquacious,  the  industrious,  the 
apathetic  and  the  miserable.  They 
learned  about  cause  and  effect  in  the 
learning  process  and  discovered  first- 
hand how  inextricably  interwoven 
are  the  physical,  social,  emotional 
and  intellectual  facets  of  a  child.  I  was 
soon  rewarded  that  they  sensed  the 
individual  essence  of  their  task  with 
a  minimal  exposure  to  teacher 
education,  and  I  was  humbled  at  their 
final  stark  realization  that  reading  is 
a  communicative  ability,  the  lack  of 
which  limits  one's  relationships  and 
diminishes  or  sadly  distorts  the  self- 
image. 

Students  were  instructed  to  keep  an 
informal  daily  account  of  their  plan- 
ning, activities  with  pupils,  results  and 
reactions.  At  the  close  of  the  short 
course,  I  requested  that  each  reflect 
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on  what  had  happened  and  try  to  cap- 
sulate  his  tutoring  experience  with  a 
suitable  title  and  summary  quotation. 
My  intention  was  for  them  to  both  con- 
dense and  capture  the  substantive  real- 
ity of  each  situation,  as  well  as 
evaluate  what  had  been  learned  about 
human  nature  from  this  brief 
relationship.  The  following  excerpts 
from  three  of  their  journals  bear  wit- 
ness. 


All  the  Lonely  People  .  .  . 

"At  first,  1  asked  Mary  questions,  but 
later  she  talked  freely  with  me  .  .  .  She  is 
very  physically  mature  for  thirteen,  and  she 
is  not  happy.  At  home  she  sleeps  and 
watches  television  .  .  .  Her  parents  are 
separated,  with  two  sisters  and  the  father 
in  another  state  while  she  lives  with  her 
mother  and  two  brothers.  According  to  her 
teacher,  she  is  an  outsider  or  loner  at 
school  .  .  .  She  told  me  she  could  imagine 
good  stories  but  couldn't  find  words  to  write 
them  down. 

She  is  basically  an  intelligent  person  with 
the  desire  to  create  something  beautiful.  I 
think  her  emotional  problems  are  causing 
trouble  with  reading.  Perhaps  she  cannot 
concentrate  enough  ...  I  think  this  hour  a 
day  will  be  good  for  us.  Maybe  the  personal 
attention  will  make  her  improve  .  .  .  She 
showed  me  a  poem  today.  She  knew  the 
place  in  her  textbook  exactly.  It  was 
'Eleanor  Rigby'.  the  one  with  the  refrain  'All 
the  lonely  people,  Where  do  they  all  come 
from?' 

Her  problem  seems  to  be  getting  the  main 
idea  because  she  remembers  details  and 
characters  well  enough,  so  I  let  her  read  sil- 
ently and  we  discuss  .  .  .  She  likes  best  the 
stories  in  TEENAGE  TALES  though  we 
have  been  using  SRA  and  workbook  exer- 
cises on  finding  the  main  idea  for  var- 
iety ...  I  showed  her  how  textbooks  seem 
to  have  a  built-in  outline.  We  used  her  book 
for  social  studies  because  she  dislikes  it 
most. 

1  gave  Mary  some  of  my  old  mystery  and 
Trixie  Belden  books  from  the  attic  at  home. 
She  has  read  ten  chapters  in  the  MYSTERY 
OF  THE  SILVER  SPOONS  and  keeps  me 
posted  daily  on  what  is  happening.  She  has 
been  talking  with  friends  about  reading 
because  another  girl  told  her  that  the  author 


is  Rod  Sterling's  daughter  .  .  .  We  read 
some  poetry  from  CREATURES  IN 
VERSE  and  talked  about  what  poems  mean 
to  us.  Together  we  wrote  some  haiku  and 
used  the  dictionary  to  find  words  with 
exactly  the  right  meaning  ..."

Where  Your  Treasure  Is  .  .  . 

"My  child  is  Sylvia,  a  fourteen-year-old 
black  girl  ...  If  I  ask  her  a  specific  ques- 
tion, she  will  answer  but  never  goes  beyond 
my  inquiries  or  asks  about  me.  Her  school 
record  shows  a  low  economic  level  and  one 
recommendation  for  transfer  to  special 
education.  I  do  believe  she  has  never  been 
friendly  before  with  a  white  person  my 
age  .  .  .  She  is  new  to  me  too,  but  I  hope 
we  can  establish  a  rapport  .  .  .  She  must 
trust  me  before  I  can  help  her. 

When  we  went  to  the  library,  she  quickly 
found  and  checked  out  Elizabeth  Coat- 
worth's  THE  CAT  WHO  WENT  TO 
HEAVEN.  She  seemed  very  pleased  about 
that!  Her  teacher  estimated  Sylvia  was  on 
a  third-grade  reading  level,  and  an  inventory 
with  the  graded  word  list  agreed  ...  so  we 
began  by  reading  animal  stories  from  that 
level  of  READER'S  DIGEST  READING 
SKILL  BUILDERS.  When  she  comes  to 
a  word  she  does  not  recognize,  she  has  no 
idea  how  to  decode  for  sound  or  attack  it 
for  meaning. 

She  cooperates  rather  grudgingly,  but 
comes  back  to  THE  CAT  near  the  end  of 
each  session.  She  seems  to  enjoy  it  though 
the  word  attack  problem  presents  itself  often 
because  the  book  (according  to  our  readabil- 
ity table)  is  on  low  seventh-grade  level.  She 
is  very  good  at  summarizing  what  we  read 
the  previous  day  in  this  book  .  .  .  She  actu- 
ally fondles  the  pages  with  delight. 

We  have  been  working  the  exercises  in 
WORD  ANALYSIS  and  WORKING 
WITH  SOUNDS  concentrating  on  vowels 
and  consonants.  I  can't  seem  to  get  close 
to  her  .  .  .  She  won't  tell  me  anything  about 
herself.  With  persistent  reinforcement,  she 
is  beginning  to  attempt  to  word  attack  .  .  . 
Again  we  read  several  pages  in  THE  CAT. 
She  enjoys  that  story  so  much  that  I  am 
beginning  to  like  it  too. 

Today  I  brought  a  newspaper  but  pro- 
mised that  we  would  go  back  to  THE  CAT 
before  the  period  was  over.  She  selected  an 
article  on   the    Foreman-Frazier  fight  .  .  . 


Suddenly  she  asked  me  how  often  people 
in  college  get  to  go  home  which  led  to  when 
my  last  day  with  her  would  be  ...  I  asked 
her  to  take  THE  CAT  home  and  read  as 
much  as  she  could  over  the  weekend.  1  was 
disappointed  the  next  and  last  day,  when  she 
brought  her  sister's  book  on  Indians  which 
had  been  rebound  in  nearly  the  same  color 
as  THE  CAT." 

Summary  Quote: 

"When  I  am  reading  a  hook,  whether  wise 
or  silly,  it  seems  alive  and  talking  to  me."

It  Requires  More  Courage  .  .  . 

"Martin  is  larger  and  older  than  the  other 
boys  .  .  .  His  face  is  disfigured  with  opera- 
tions in  progress  for  a  harelip.  He  covers 
his  mouth  with  his  hand  and  clowns  a  lot 
in  class  .  .  .  He  looked  down  and  was  not 
always  truthful  when  I  interviewed  him  using 
the  questionnaire  given  us  on  campus.  He 
walked  so  fast  in  the  halls  that  I  nearly  had 
to  run  behind.  He  seemed  deliberately  not 
to  want  to  be  seen  with  a  stranger  who  could 
call  attention  to  him. 

We  began  on  second-grade  level  with  the 
DECODING  FOR  READING  SERIES. 
Martin  refused  cooperation  although  not  ver- 
bally. He  just  refused  to  look  at  his  book 
to  follow  the  recording  of  the  story  .  .  .  The 
third  day  he  grimaced,  jumped  up  early, 
grabbed  my  desk  to  return  it,  and  ran  back 
to  his  class.  I  was  disgusted  and  somewhat 
frightened,  but  he  was  sitting  quietly  in  his 
regular  place  when  I  peeked  through  the 
door. 

Martin  says  the  decoding  records  are  for 
little  kids  though  they  are  labeled  low  level, 
high  interest  ...  I  gave  him  a  composition 
book  and  asked  him  to  list  each  library  book 
we  read  together  with  a  prize  to  be  given 
for  every  three.  I  also  asked  him  to  write 
two  pages  in  it  each  week  which  I  would 
read  only  if  he  wanted  me  to.  I  agreed  that 
he  could  copy  two  pages  if  he  could  not  think 
of  anything  to  write. 

Together  we  are  reading  .  .  .  UPTOWN 
by  John  Steptoe,  as  well  as  THREE 
GREEN  MEN  AND  OTHER  STORIES 
which  he  selected,  and  MY  FRIEND  IN 
AFRICA  from  the  college  children's  collec- 
tion. 1  read  to  him  when  he  says  he  is  tired. 
Punctuation  marks  are  a  definite  problem. 
He  mispronounces  and  reads  right  over 
punctuation  marks  as  long  as  he  has  breath. 
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but  his  comprehension  is  good  on  fourth  and 
fifth-grade  level... Today  he  asked  me 
what  an  oar  is.  His  first  question!!  I  have 
decided  a  model  car  might  reward  him  for 
reading  what  are  probably  his  first  three 
books. 

Martin  was  not  waiting  when  I  arrived  this 
last  day  .  .  .  He  had  pushed  a  boy  for  calling 
him  a  bad  name  in  the  restroom.  I  do  hope 
it  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  face.  A  male 
teacher  with  a  long  board  came  and  took 
Martin  aside.  Philosopy  taught  ...  'If 
you're  big  enough  to  hit  harder,  you  can 
control!'  The  teacher  had  a  strange  smile 
on  his  face  as  he  walked  Martin  toward  me. 
He  asked  casually  if  I  were  his  sister,  and 
Martin  lowering  his  head,  began  to  clown 
again."

Three  vignettes  from  an  anthology 
of  countless  neglected  youngsters  who 
struggle  to  communicate  with  the 
world  around  them  —  and  with  what 
ramifications  for  those  of  us  who  teach 
and  teach  others  to  teach? 

Data  from  this  brief  interlude  would 
indicate  that  the  junior  high  years  are 
indeed  a  fertile  time  for  aid  with  read- 
ing problems,  especially  if  the  tutors 
are  not  viewed  as  authority  figures  but 
more  as  helpers  and  friends.  Obvi- 
ously a  long  line  of  authority  figures 
have  themselves  failed  with  young- 
sters of  average  intelligence  who  reach 
the  upper  grades  with  a  remediable 
reading  handicap.  Yet  loving 
individual  attention  at  this  time  seems 
to  breed  a  cammaraderie  and  hope 
which  is  the  last  vestive  of  motivation 
for  enhancing  self-image. 

If  such  virtual  laymen  as  college 
freshmen  can  achieve  some  success, 
what  then  of  the  supposedly  qualified 
classroom  teacher?  She  may  bristle 
with  excuses,  but  she  knows  that  the 


ability  to  read  is  intrinsic  to  academic 
progress  and  vital  to  life  adjustment. 
She  knows  a  child  cannot  develop  a 
sense  of  personal  worth  and  human 
dignity  unless  the  puzzle  of  printed 
symbols  which  confront  him  each  day 
take  some  meaningful  form  and  give 
a  glimmer  of  satisfaction.  Her  reluc- 
tance is  often  a  combination  of  inex- 
perience with  teaching  reading  skills 
and  fear  of  the  unknown. 

The  slogan  that  "every  teacher  is 
a  reading  teacher"  deserves  frequent 
re-emphasis  with  administrative  sup- 
port through  in-service  training.  Every 
teacher  who  honestly  confronts  the 
problem  can  either  directly  or 
indirectly  arrange  help  in  reading  for 
those  who  can  be  remedied.  The 
instructional  market  is  flooded  with 
highly  usable,  multi-level  materials 
which  require  only  occasional  diag- 
nosis and  sensible  planning.  If  time  is 
to  blame,  there  are  senior  high  college 
students  as  well  as  charitable  adults 
who  could  render  a  lasting  service  with 
a  minimum  of  direction  and  finesse. 
Note  the  recent  success  of  our  federal 
Right-to-Read  Program  with  adult 
tutoring  materials  available  from  the 
National  Reading  Conference  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Rewards  are  reciprocal  in  that 
apprehensive  classroom  teachers 
and/or  lay  tutors  gain  self-confidence 
with  each  small  success  of  seeing  a 
child  attack  a  new  word  and  make 
sense  of  it  with  obvious  satisfaction, 
read  diaglogue  smoothly  with  expres- 
sion and  comprehension  or  use  the 
card  catalog  for  the  first  time  to  locate 
a  book.  Each  disappointment  presents 
the  challenge  of  problem-solving, 


whether  a  child  had  been  faking  by 
reciting  memorized  lines  or  conning  a 
tutor  into  completing  a  homework 
assignment  for  him.  Most  important, 
however,  is  the  humanizing  privilege 
of  entering  constructively  the  private 
world  of  those  earmarked  as  failures 
in  the  public  school. 

Many  state  and  college  teacher- 
education  programs  are  specifically  at 
fault  for  not  demanding  competency 
in  developmental  and  remedial 
instruction  for  all  who  certify,  as  well 
as  requiring  more  direct  practicum 
with  children  who  have  learning  prob- 
lems. Here  well  may  lie  the  dormant 
solution  to  our  national  reading  prob- 
lem which  annually  breeds  the  drop- 
out, the  ignorant,  the  social  misfit  and 
the  jobless.  All  other  social  welfare 
efforts  merely  treat  the  symptoms  or 
results  of  a  basic  inability  to  com- 
municate. An  intensive  professional 
program  in  how  to  teach  reading  in 
all  subjects  and  at  all  grade  levels  could 
doubtless  permeate  and  strengthen  the 
fabric  of  American  education  within 
a  decade. 

An  appropriate  orientation  to  such 
a  far-reaching  curriculum  might  well 
be  a  short  course  in  compassion.  One 
Interim  student,  among  several  who 
decided  to  continue  their  tutoring  ses- 
sions beyond  January,  reminded  my 
class  of  this  with  a  quotation  from  Haz- 
litt:  "Man  is  the  only  animal  that 
laughs  and  weeps;  for  he  is  the  only 
animal  that  is  struck  with  the  differ- 
ence between  what  things  are,  and 
what  they  ought  to  be."  She  came  by 
my  office  yesterday  with  a  copy  of 
THE  CAT  tucked  significantly  under 
her  arm.

A  GREAT  IDEA!

When  I  used  to 
read  "Alumni 
Views"  down  the 
road  in  Woodruff, 
as  "just  one  of  the 
fellows,"  I  thought 
|  it  was  a  great  idea, 
but  now  that  I've 
got  to  write  it,  I'm 
not  so  sure  .  .  . 

I  still  think  it's  a 
great  idea,  I  only 
hope  that  the  alumni  and  friends  who 
read  it  will  help  us  out  .  .  .  Help  us 
out  by  providing  us  some  input  -  give 
us  some  of  your  views  on  how  we  can 
better  serve  you.  After  all,  as  I  view 
my  job  -  it's  one  primarily  of  service  - 
service  to  you  -  the  alumni  and  to 
Lenoir  Rhyne!  As  a  starter  for  this 
issue,  let's  take  a  look  at  some  of  the 
possibilities  for  service  that  exist  for 
alumni  -  I'm  assuming  that  most  of  us 
are  willing,  in  some  way,  to  serve 
Lenoir  Rhyne.  Whether  we  received 
a  degree  or  only  attended  one 
semester,  in  most  cases,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
has  made  our  life  a  little  easier  -  maybe 
opend  a  door  -  maybe  introduced  us 
to  people  -  people  that  helped  shape 
our  attitudes,  our  whole  life  .  .  . 

Try  these  for  size  -  these  service 
avenues,  it  seems  to  me,  are  things 
that  many  of  you  are  already  doing 
and  support  Lenoir  Rhyne  doesn't 
necessarily  involve  monetary  gifts  or 
require  additional  time  serving  on  a 
committee. 


1)    Tell  and  sell  the  college  story. 
Lenoir  Rhyne  can  use  the  "super" 


athlete,  and  we  quite  often  might 
call  the  coach  with  such  a  tip,  and 
what  about  the  "super"  student 
who  isn't  an  athlete.  Lenoir  Rhyne 
can  use  them  both.  In  these  days 
of  dwindling  enrollment  at  many 
colleges,  due  to  climbing  tuition  and 
other  reasons,  alumni  can  sell  their 
alma  mater  to  prospective  students 
with  their  own  genuine  appreciation 
of  its  strengths  and  weaknesses. 
After  all,  the  product  is  education. 

2)  Student  Job  Placement.  As  I 
study  the  files  on  our  alumni  and 
learn  of  "whatever  happened  to 
Charlie  Clark?",  I  continue  to  be 
impressed  with  the  number  of 
alumni  that  we  have  in  high  places, 
many  that  control  the  hiring.  Is  it 
possible  that  the  two  could  get 
together  more  often  -  alumnus  and 
graduating  student? 

3)  Career  Orientation.  The 
alumni  association  has  touched  on 
this  program  in  past  years,  but 
there's  always  room  for  expansion. 
Who  is  in  a  better  position  to  inform 
the  student  interested  in  medicine 
than  the  alumnus  who  is  already 
practicing?  It  seems  that  such  a 
program  would  be  encouraging  and 
interesting  to  both. 

4)  Job  Orientation.  Closely 
related  to  the  above  programs,  but 
it  offers  a  "hands  on"  experience 
for  the  student  in  the  plant  or  office 
of  the  alumnus.  It  seems  it  offers 
a  fair  exchange  -  employer  looks  at 
prospective  employee,  prospective 
employee  looks  at  a  job.  A  good 
investment  for  both! 

5)  Legislative  Relationships.  Or 
said  in  a  slightly  different  way  - 


politics  -  we're  all  in  it.  In  this  con- 
text, it  simply  means  "if  a  piece  of 
legislature  is  being  considered  that 
is  going  to  have  an  adverse  effect 
on  Lenoir  Rhyne,  speak  out  (to  the 
right  people,  of  course)."  By  the 
same  token,  if  you  like  what  is  tak- 
ing place  in  those  same  circles  -  pat 
them  on  the  back.  We  all  like  a 
"pat"  and  who  knows,  it  might 
affect  the  next  decision. 

6)  Offer  a  suggestion.  I'm  a  great 
believer  in  that  old  adage  "can't  see 
the  forest  for  the  trees"  -  one  may 
never  know  he's  doing  a  good  job 
or  a  lousy  job  if  he's  never  told. 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  administration 
appreciates  receiving  reactions  and 
suggestions  from  its  alumni. 
Frankly,  it  may  not  change  a 
decision,  but,  at  least,  one  knows 
that  the  concern  is  present  and  it 
does  provide  opportunity  for  shar- 
ing information.  After  all  what  is 
a  decision  -  selection  from  two  or 
more  choices? 

7)  General  P.  R.  If  you  can  stand 
another  adage  -  "Those  who  have 
drunk  from  the  fountain  speak  best 
for  the  quality  of  the  well."  The 
alumnus  has  many  opportunities  to 
speak  well  for  L.  R.  -  to  a  prospec- 
tive student,  at  a  bridge  table,  at 
the  stadium,  on  the  golf  course,  in 
the  Sunday  School  classroom, 
office,  on  the  street  -  an  informed 
alumni  body  has  the  power  to  lift 
hearts  and  cause  positive  action. 

Hence  -  my  job  -  our  role  as  alumni. 
I'm  looking  forward  to  serving  you  as 
your  Director  of  Alumni!  Hope  to  see 
you  when  you  return  to  campus.  In 
the  meantime,  let  us  hear  from  you! 
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NEVER  TRUST  ANYONE  OVER  THIRTY? 


This  fall  marks  the  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary of  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library 
on  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  campus. 
The  year  1943  was  a  watershed  in  the 
college's  history.  Through  the 
generosity  of  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  fam- 
ily of  Cherryville,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
opened  the  doors  to  its  first  separate 
library  building.  From  1891  until  1943 
the  library  collection  was  housed  in 
the  "Administration  Building"  which 
changed  its  location  over  the  years. 
For  over  a  year  during  that  time, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  operated  with  no  formal 
library  at  all.  A  fire  in  1927  destroyed 
the  entire  collection.  Townspeople 
and  other  donors  soon  rallied,  how- 
ever, with  gifts  of  books  and  money 
so  that  by  1929  a  new  library  collection 
was  available.  Finally,  in  1943,  the  col- 
lection was  moved  to  its  own  brand- 
new  facility. 

In  1967  Lenoir  Rhyne  experienced 
a  second  library  dedication  with  the 
completion  of  a  new  wing  which  dou- 


bled the  size  of  the  initial  structure. 
Again,  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  family  had 
come  forward  with  a  major  gift,  realiz- 
ing that  we  had  rapidly  overgrown  the 
1943  building. 

The  new  addition  blended  beauti- 
fully with  the  old  in  architectural  and 
functional  design.  Shelving  capacity 
for  the  expanded  facility  increased  to 
120,000  volumes. 

To  date  our  library  has  been  a  show 
place  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  campus.  We 
have  a  fine  facility  and  a  quality  collec- 
tion, currently  numbering  84,000  vol- 
umes. But  there  are  problems.  In  this 
her  thirtieth  year,  Lenoir  Rhyne's  lib- 
rary shows  telltale  signs  that  her 
carefree  youth  is  fleeing.  She  can  no 
longer  rest  on  yesterday's  statistics  of 
growing  staff  and  volumes.  She  must 
strive  harder  to  keep  young  men  and 
women  coming  through  her  doors.  She 
must  put  forth  greater  effort  to  con- 
vince them  they  can  rely  on  her  to  pro- 
vide the  resources  necessary  for  their 


education.  She  must  work  to  maintain 
herself  as  a  facility  which  they  can 
trust  when  preparing  reports,  writing 
term  papers,  experiencing  the  joys  of 
learning  and  discovery,  or  simply  pur- 
suing a  hobby  or  relaxation. 

The  college  is  committed  to  the  li- 
brary and  its  continued  excellence .  The 
"Strategy  for  the  Seventies,"  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  current  development 
program,  emphasizes  expansion  of  the 
library  collection  as  a  major  goal.  This 
expansion  is  taking  place  in  an  environ- 
ment  of  careful  and  continuous 
analysis  of  books  presently  on  the 
shelves,  and  of  critical  evaluation  of 
books  to  be  purchased.  Books  deemed 
unworthy  of  shelf  space  are  pulled  for 
retirement,  and  newly-acquired  ones 
take  their  places.  The  backlog  of  books 
to  be  purchased,  however,  is  growing 
daily,  beyond  the  annual  resources 
budgeted  for  library  expenditure  and 
beyond  the  physical  capabilities  of  li- 
brary personnel  who  must  acquire, 
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NOT  SO  WITH  THE  COLLEGE  LIBRARY,

catalogue  and  shelve  each  addition. 
Library  acquisitions  has  become  more 
complex,  too,  in  recent  years.  No  lon- 
ger are  purchases  limited  to  books  and 
periodicals.  The  library  now  serves  as 
a  center  to  house  several  types  of 
learning  materials,  including  micro- 
films and  microfiches.  The  library 
budget  must  include  funds  for  such 
things  as  storage  equipment  for  mi- 
crofilm reels  and  readers  for  micro- 
fiches. 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  need  for 
increased  funding  for  purchases  of 
hardware  and  software  for  the  library 
goes  the  need  for  an  increased  person- 
nel budget.  The  library  has  been  with- 
out an  acquisitions  librarian  for  nine 
months  and  this  fall  will  be  able  to  bud- 
get one  only  on  a  half-time  basis.  An 


additional  cataloguer  will  be  needed 
as  the  library  expands  its  volume  and 
type  of  purchase. 

Two  further  demands  on  an  already 
distended  library  budget  were  made 
this  spring.  Lenoir  Rhyne's  faculty 
issued  two  mandates  to  the  library 
staff.  The  first  requested  that  library 
personnel  catalogue  and  prepare  an 
index  file  on  all  college  audio-visual 
holdings.  The  task  is  one  that  has  long 
been  needed  but  is  a  mammoth  under- 
taking as  materials  are  scattered  over 
some  thirty  disciplines  in  the  offices 
and  classrooms  of  over  one  hundred 
faculty.  The  second  mandate 
requested  that  where  practical  and 
feasible,  literary  works  be  purchased 
in  cassette  form  as  well  as  in  printed 
matter.  This,  too,  is  a  laudatory  step 
toward  improved  academic  instruction 


but  an  oppression  on  a  budget  that  can 
stretch  no  further. 

The  continued  excellence  of  the 
Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library  is  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  an  excellent  Lenoir 
Rhyne.  The  library  is  the  heartbeat 
of  the  academic  program  as  surely  as 
the  faculty  is  its  backbone.  Alumni  giv- 
ing through  the  Loyalty  Fund  helps 
support  the  current  operations  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  and  therefore  plays  a 
large  role  in  maintaining  the  heartbeat 
of  the  instructional  program.  In  her 
thirtieth  year  and  from  now  on,  it  will 
take  a  little  more  giving  to  keep  a  great 
old  gal  going.  Perhaps  you  can  help 
destroy  an  old  myth  by  giving  a  bit 
more  to  the  Loyalty  Fund  this  year. 
Never  trust  anyone  over  thirty?  The 
Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library  is  counting 
on  you.

D.  Miles  Aderholdt,  '25 


Glenn  Raymer  Frye,  '17 


Lenoir  Rhyne  College  lost  a  dedicated  and  faithful 
servant  with  the  July  passing  of  D.  Miles  Aderholdt 
'25. 

Besides  his  undergraduate  degree,  Aderholdt  held  an 
honorary  doctor  of  laws  from  his  alma  mater.  He 
served  two  terms  on  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  board  of  trustees 
and  was  a  director  of  the  Piedmont  Educational  Foun- 
dation. Through  the  years  Aderholdt  was  a  generous 
donor  and  worked  in  many  campaigns  to  further  the 
work  of  the  college. 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumnus  also  gave  liberally  to 
the  college  church,  St.  Andrews  Lutheran,  and  made 
contributions  to  numerous  churches  and  church 
agencies  throughout  North  Carolina.  Aderholdt  was 
a  delegate  to  the  biennial  convention  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  on  three  occasions  and 
belonged  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  N .  C .  Lutheran  Synod 
headquarters  in  Salisbury. 

Alumni  and  friends  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  mourn  the  death 
of  D.  Miles  Aderholdt. 


On  September  9,  death  took  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
a  distinguished  alumnus  and  trustee.  Glenn  Raymer  Frye, 
M.  D.,  LL.  D.,  '17,  felled  by  a  stroke  during  the  previous 
weekend,  succumbed  early  that  Sunday  morning. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1917, 
Dr.  Frye  earned  his  medical  degree  at  Jefferson  Medical 
College  in  1921  and  returned  to  Hickory  to  begin  his 
more  than  50  years  of  medical  practice  and  community 
service. 

Elected  to  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  board  of  trustees  in  1935, 
Dr.  Frye  served  continuously  on  the  board  from  that 
date  and  was  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  and 
alumni  loyalty  fund  committee  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
The  Hickory  physician  was  also  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tees on  promotion  and  development  and  on  honorary 
degrees  at  his  passing. 

Dr.  Frye  was  a  generous  benefactor  of  his  alma  mater. 
He  and  Mrs.  Frye  (Kathryn  Aderholdt  T5)  endowed  both 
a  scholarship  and  a  professorship  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  as 
well  as  generously  supporting  many  other  projects  at  the 
college.  Last  year  friends  of  the  Fryes  endowed  the  Frye 
Golden  Anniversary  Scholarship  Fund  in  recognition  of 
Dr.  Frye's  fifty  years  of  service  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  and 
the  Hickory  community. 

Words  cannot  measure  the  significance  of  Dr.  Frye's 
contributions  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  nor  the  sorrow  that  is  felt 
by  the  college  community  at  the  death  of  Glenn  Raymer 
Frye. 
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73  LOYALTY  FUND  LEADERS  ANNOUNCE 

FINAL  PLANS  FOR  'MOST  AMBITIOUS  GOAL' 


Under  the  leadership  of  Jim  Phillips 
'49  and  Allan  LaTorre  '59,  the  1973 
Loyalty  Fund  is  in  the  midst  of  its  most 
ambitious  campaign!  The  1973  drive  has 
a  goal  of  $165,000--by  far  the  most  ever 
in  the  history  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  annual 
giving! 

The  goal  was  accepted  as  part  of  the 
objectives  a  work  conference  held  on 
campus  in  1971  to  project  the  role  of 
alumni  in  the  "Strategy  for  the  Seven- 
ties." The  timetable  accepted  at  that 
meeting  would  put  annual  giving  to  the 
college  at  $250,000  by  1978. 

"Even  though  this  is  a  goal  that  is  over 
twice  what  was  actually  raised  in  1972, 
it's  not  unrealistic,"  commented  Phillips, 
who  is  serving  as  chairman.  "As  the  re- 
port in  this  issue  of  PROFI  LE  show,  if  we 
can  double  the  number  of  our  donors, 
and  maintain  the  same  dollar  average  per 
gift,  we'll  be  on  target.  It'll  require  every 
alumni  who  gave  last  year  to  renew  and, 
if  possible,  increase  his  gift  in  '73  and  also 
it  will  require  those  who  have  not  yet 
given  to  take  just  a  moment  to  respond 
to  the  mailings  that  have  been  sent  out! 
Lenoir  Rhyne  continues  to  move  ahead 
and  it's  up  to  her  alumni  to  see  that  she 
can  continue  to  pace.  If  we  haven't  al- 
ready, let's  send  that  gift  today!" 

The  push  to  wrap  up  the  second  half 
of  the  year  began  with  a  conference  held 
in  July  at  Voigt  Cromer  College  Center 
on  the  campus.  The  meeting  was  attend- 
ed by  Loyalty  Fund  area  leaders  and 
officers  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

A  schedule  for  the  remaining  months 
of  the  drive  was  presented  by  Phillips  and 


LaTorre.  Included  in  the  schedule  is  a 
direct  mail  solicitation  which  went  out 
August  1.  This  has  been  followed  up 
with  personal  solicitation  which  began  on 
September  15  in  all  communities  with  a 
heavy  concentration  of  alumni.  A  second 
mailing  will  be  going  out  around  October 
1,  with  a  telethon  taking  place  between 
November  15  -  December  15.  Plans  call 
for  a  "victory"  report  to  be  made  on 
December  15.  Donors  are  invited  to  pled- 
ge for  '73  and  '74,  following  on  the  '72 
plan  which  reduces  overall  costs. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  President  Dr.  Raymond 
M.  Bost  '49,  presented  a  review  of  the 
"Strategy  for  the  Seventies,"  the  col- 
lege's long  range  fund-raising  campaign. 
Jeff  Norris  '52,  director  of  development 
spoke  to  the  group  about  the  history  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  annual  giving  and  its  re- 
lationship to  the  "Strategy." 

Clarence  Pugh  '62,  director  of  alumni, 
closed  the  conference  with  an  overview  of 
the  Loyalty  Fund  workers'  responsibili- 
ties and  goals.  While  the  primary  report- 
ing is  done  on  an  area-community  basis, 
reports  are  kept  on  the  response  from  in- 
dividual classes.

STRATEGY  FOR  THE  SEVENTIES 

PRESENTS  PROGRESS  REPORT 


With  three  years  completed  in  the 
"Strategy  for  the  Seventies"campaign,  re- 
ports through  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1973,  indicate  that  $3,882,778.87 
has  been  contributed  and/or  pledged  to- 
ward the   overall   goal   of   $13,500,000. 

The  report  shows  that  the  campaign  is 
running  slightly  behind  the  projected 
s"cheduler-with  38  percent  of  the  time 
elapsed,  some  30  percent  of  the  funds 
have  been  raised. 

"Strategy"  represents  a  long-range  pro- 
gram of  improvement  for  Lenoir  Rhyne 
and  a  portion  of  the  plans  call  for  funds 
to  be  raised  by  1978  to  be  used  in  three 
primary  areas:  1)  to  cover  the  needs  in 
supplementing  income  for  current  opera- 
tions within  the  institution  ($7.7  million); 


2)  for  new  and  improved  capital  facilities 
($3.5  million)  and  3)  to  increase  the  total 
endowment  ($2.3  million). 

Totals  within  the  report  reveals  that 
approximately  60%  of  the  endowment 
goal  has  been  reached,  well  ahead  of  the 
overall  campaign  average;  approximately 
37%  has  been  raised  toward  the  capital 
funds  goals,  while  the  funds  to  supple- 
ment the  current  operations  running  at 
approximately  15%. 

Primary  sources  for  the  "Strategy" 
funding  are  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  alumni, 
friends,  business,  industry,  and  founda- 
tions including  the  North  Carolina  Found- 
ations of  Church-Related  Colleges,  as  well 
as  corporate  and  general  foundations.

Noted  Visitors  Highlight 
NCSD  Summer  Program 

Four  renowned  visitors  highlighted  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College's  program  this  summer  at  the 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Mor- 
ganton.  According  to  Mrs.  Jane  C.  Williams, 
teacher  training  coordinator  for  Lenoir  Rhyne's 
program  in  education  of  the  hearing  impaired, 
the  summer  courses  for  teachers  of  the  hearing 
impaired  were  very  successful. 
Dr.  McCay  Vernon,  Dr.  Sydney  Wolff,  Dr. 
Richard  F.  Dixon  and  Dr.  Winifred  Nies 
Northcott,  all  noted  experts  in  various  aspects 
of  education  of  the  hearing  impaired,  partici- 
pated in  the  summer  program  at  NCSD. 

Dr.  Vernon  was  a  visiting  lecturer  for  a  course 
entitled  "Psychology  of  the  Deaf  -  Tests  and 
Measurements  for  the  Deaf."  The  Western 
Maryland  College  professor  is  editor  of  Ameri- 
can Annals  of  the  Deaf,  co-author  of  a  book. 
They  Grow  in  Silence, and  has  published  over 
60  other  articles  and  books  on  education  of  the 
hearing  impaired. 

Married  to  a  deaf  woman,  Dr.  Vernon  has 
been  a  leader  in  re-evaluating  and  improving 
education  of  the  hearing  impaired.  He  also  col- 
laborated in  the  famous  Michael  Reese  Hospital 
research  done  in  Chicago. 

During  his  visit  to  NCSD  Dr.  Vernon  focused 
on  evaluation  of  hearing-impaired  children,  par- 
ticularly those  with  emotional  problems. 

Dr.  Wolff  brought  his  wife  and  other  members 
of  his  team  to  assist  him  in  teaching  a  course 
called  "Developing  Cognitive  Skills  in  Young 
Deaf  Children."  Dr.  Wolff  is  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  special  education  at  the  State  Univer- 
sity of  New  York  in  Geneseo  and  directs  a  prog- 
ram titled  Cooperative  Research  Endeavors  for 
Education  of  the  Deaf. 

Director  of  the  Division  of  Speech  Pathology 


and  Audiology  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina-Greensboro,  Dr.  Dixon  taught  an 
introduction  to  audiology.  He  is  a  co-editor 
of  Hearing  Measurement  and  highly  respected 
in  the  field  of  audiology,  especially  as  it  relates 
to  very  young  children. 

Dr.  Northcott  is  consultant  to  Early  Child- 
hood Education  Programs  for  Hearing 
Impaired,  Minnesota  State  Department  of 
Education,  and  her  course  dealt  with  a  systems 
approach  to  integrating  the  hearing-impaired 
child  into  public  school. 

A  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  A.  G.  Bell  Association  for 
the  Deaf,  Dr.  Northcott  is  author  of  Cur- 
riculum Guide:  Hearing-Impaired  Chil- 
dren-Birth to  Three  Years-And  Their  Parents 
and  has  published  prolifically.  Coincidentally, 
Dr.  Northcott's  mother  taught  for  one  year  at 
NCSD  long  ago.

William  Pew  Brandon 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  professor  emeritus  of  history 
and  political  science  William  Pew  Brandon  is  dead. 
Brandon's  passing  came  less  than  a  year  after  his  retire- 
ment from  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty,  which  he  served 
for  25 -years. 

Brandon  joined  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty  in  1947 
and  for  several  years  prior  to  his  retirement  was  chair- 
man of  the  college  history  department. 

A  native  of  Dublin,  Ga.,  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  professor 
held  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Emory  University.  He 
earned  a  master's  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina- 
Chapel  Hill. 

Prior  to  joining  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty  Brandon 
taught  in  public  schools  and  other  colleges,  com- 
manded a  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  during  World 
War  11  and  worked  for  several  years  as  a  historian 
with  the  National  Park  Service. 

The  many  students  and  friends  of  William  Pew  Bran- 
don -  those  who  respected  him  for  his  knowledge  of 
history  and  loved  him  for  his  ready  wit  -  will  long 
grieve  his  passing.

>  oiii  opinion  of  last  year's  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege football  team  probably  depends  on  when 
and  against  whom  you  saw  the  Bruins  play. 

If  you  were  present  as  the  Bears  trounced 
Davidson,  41-16.  tripped  Wofford,  13-12,  or 
rolled  to  other  big  victories  over  Guilford, 
Winston-Salem  State  and  Gardner-Webb,  you 
were  probably  impressed.  Chances  are  you 
liked  the  new  faces  on  the  Bruin  roster  and  their 
explosive  multiple  offense.

Some  of  you,  of  course,  were  on  hand  for 
all  or  most  of  the  Bears'  games,  and  you  are, 
no  doubt,  still  scratching  your  head  in  wonder- 
ment. How  could  the  same  team  play  so  well 
in  one  game  and  so  poorly  in  the  next? 

Last  year,  however,  can  now  be  confined  to 
memories--pleasant,  unpleasant  or  both, 
depending  on  what  "face"  the  "schizophrenic" 
Bruins  were  wearing  when  you  saw  them  play. 
What  about  this  year  -  1973? 

First  of  all,  we  do  not  want  to  make  any  snap 
judgments  on  the  basis  of  one  or  two  games. 
Last  year's  Bears  were  ample  proof  that  those 
kind  of  judgments  can  be  very  risky.  The  overall 
season  record  is  a  much  better  measure  of  a 
team  than  individual  games,  and  this  year's 
Bears  hope  to  improve  on  last  season's  tally 
by  being  a  little  more  consistent  on  the  winning 
side. 

Work  to  provide  that  type  of  consistency 
began  in  earnest  last  spring  with  what  were, 
perhaps,  the  best  off-season  drills  in  several 
years.  Practice  was  resumed  late  in  August, 
and  now  the  "new"  Bruin  coaching  staff  has 
its  product  on  display. 

The  Bruin  coaches,  all  guardedly  optomistic 
about  this  season,  are  not  really  new  to  Bear 
fans.  First-year  head  coach  C.  Danny  Williams 
'58  has  been  Lenoir  Rhyne's  offensive  coach 
for  eight  seasons,  assistant  Claude  S.  Brewer, 
Jr.,  '67  is  in  his  second  year  as  Bear  line  coach 
and  assistant  F.  Jack  Huss  '69  is  a  former  Bruin 
player.  The  consensus  of  their  projections  for 
1973  is  that  the  team  should  be  better,  but  the 
improvement  may  not  show  in  its  record 
because  of  a  tougher  schedule. 


Williams  and  his  staff  hope  to  see  improve- 
ments in  the  Bruin  defense  this  season  with 
senior  linebacker  Marvin  Everette  of  Hickory 
leading  the  way.  Everette  was  an  All-Carolinas 
Conference  selection  in  1972  and  should  have 
another  good  season  this  year. 

Three  new  Bruins  could  also  prove  to  be 
defensive  standouts  as  Eddie  Vaughns,  a  speedy 
safety  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Frank  Grazeszek. 
a  linebacker  from  Greensboro  and  Hickory  cor- 
nerback  Rick  Dula  all  looked  impressive  in  spr- 
ing drills. 

Other  Bears  who  could  become  vital  cogs  in 
the  defensive  unit  as  the  season  continues  are 
guard  Billy  Carter  of  Richmond,  Va.,  tackle 
Andrew  McSwain  of  Albemarle,  cornerback 
David  Williams  of  Statesville  and  end  Van 
Tyson  of  Alabny,  Ga. 


freshman  tailback  Scott  Crawford  of  Belmont. 
Crawford  led  his  Belmont-South  Point  high 
school  team  to  a  tie  for  the  North  Carolina  3A 
championship  two  years  ago  and  has  looked 
sharp  in  his  first  games. 

Senior  linemen  Jim  Radick  of  Buena  Vista, 
Va.,  Kenny  Bumgarner  of  Hickory  and  Dan 
McSwain  of  Albemarle  could  also  play  a  big 
part  in  the  Brin  attack,  and  end  Tim  Thick  of 
Anderson,  S.  C.  and  Mike  Rasky  of  Pittsburg, 
Pa.  will  probably  be  important  performers. 

The  Bruins'  schedule  is  their  most  demanding 
in  years.  It  includes  bouts  with  three  Southern 
Conference  schools,  two  independents  who 
have  played  for  the  National  Association  of 
Inter-Collegiate  Athletics  championship  in  the 
past  three  years  and  several  CC  teams  expecting 
their  best  squads  ever. 
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from  left,  Brewer  '67,  Williams  '58,  Huss  '69 

Neither  the  Bruin  offense  nor  defense  have 
been  fully  tested  as  yet,  but  offense  could  be 
the  team's  strong  suit  all  season.  Four  seniors 
key  the  unit,  and  several  newcomers  could  also 
figure  in  its  success. 

Senior  quarterback  Paul  Black  of  Altoona, 
Pa.  accounted  for  over  1000  yards  last  season 
and  should  do  well  again  this  year.  Sophmores 
Mike  McWhirter  of  Belmont  and  Dennis  Clarke 
of  Buford,  Ga.  will  probably  both  see  action 
at  fullback,  and  Hickory  sophmore  Mike  Robin- 
son should  provide  the  Bears  with  the  same  run- 
ning, passing  and  catching  skills  which  he  dis- 
played last  year.  Robinson  missed  most  of  the 
off-season  practice  with  a  broken  hand,  but  he 
seems  to  have  made  a  full  recovery  and  should 
see  a  great  deal  of  playing  time  as  the  season 
progresses.    Rounding  out  the  backfield  is 


The  Bear  team  is  still  young  and  may  mature 
as  the  season  continues.  "We're  still 
rebuilding,"  comments  Williams,"  and  our 
young  players  will  have  to  perform  like  veterans 
if  we  are  to  remain  competitive  for  the  entire 
season. 

"We're  also  looking  for  help  from  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  college,"  the  Bruin  head  coach 
concludes,  "and  we'll  be  happy  for  them  to  help 
us  recruit.  We'd  like  their  suggestions  on  pros- 
pects to  contact,  and  if  they  can  bring  the  best 
players  from  their  areas  to  some  of  our  games, 
we'll  be  happy  to  talk  with  them." 

The  Bear  rebuilding  program  is,  indeed,  well 
on  its  way.  It  may  not  jell  this  season,  but 
if  this  year's  team  matures  quickly  and  the  prog- 
ram continues  to  build,  the  future  should  be 
bright.

LR  Basketball  '73-'74- 
Keeping  it 
In  the  Family 

When  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  basketball 
begins  this  season,  fans  may  initially  wonder 
whether  they  are  seeing  a  basketball  team  or 
a  family  reunion.  The  former  will,  of  course, 
be  the  case,  but  their  puzzlement  could  easily 
be  caused  by  the  presence  of  new  assistant 
coach,  Neil  Hodges,  brother  of  Bear  head  coach 
Bob  and  their  nephew,  Mark  Carter,  a  freshman 
player  on  the  Bruin  roster. 

The  younger  Hodges,  like  his  brother,  is  a 
native  of  Kinston,  and  comes  to  Lenoir  Rhyne 
from  Cross  Keys  High  School  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 
In  addition  to  his  coaching  duties,  he  will  serve 
as  an  instructor  in  the  health  and  physical  educa- 
tion department. 

The  new  Lenoir  Rhyne  instructor  and  coach 
earned  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  at  Frederick 
College,  where  he  played  basketball  for  his  older 
brother,  then  head  cage  coach  at  the  Virginia 
institution.  He  continued  his  education  by  com- 
pleting a  master  of  education  degree  at  Old 
Dominion  University  and  has  since  begun  a  doc- 
toral program  at  the  University  of  Georgia. 

At  Cross  Keys  the  younger  Hodges  was  a 
health  and  physical  education  teacher  and  head 
basketball  coach.  In  his  three  years  there  he 
led  his  cagers  to  a  46-21  record  and  two  champ- 
ionships. In  1972  Cross  Keys  captured  its 
regional  title,  and  last  season  it  took  the  sub- 
regional  crown. 

Before  coaching  in  Atlanta,  where  he  served 
on  the  executive  committee  of  the  Georgia 
Association  of  Basketball  Coaches  and 
belonged  to  the  Georgia  and  American  Associa- 
tions of  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Rec- 
reation, Lenoir  Rhyne's  new  faculty  member 
and  coach  was  a  health  and  physical  education 
teacher  and  assistant  basketball  coach  at  War- 
wick High  School  in  Newport  New,  Va. 

The  new  Bruin  teacher  and  coach,  his  wife, 
Janet,  and  their  two-year-old  daughter,  Cary, 
moved  to  Hickory  in  mid-July,  and  he  has  been 


busily  preparing  for  the  upcoming  season  ever 
since. 

Another  Georgia  product,  Carter  hails  from 
Decatur  just  outside  Atlanta.  The  coaches' 
nephew  is  6-10  and  tips  the  scales  at  215  pounds. 
He  is  one  of  a  group  of  top  prospects  which 
the  Hodges  hope  will  give  the  Bears  some  help 
this  year. 

"On  paper,''  says  head  coach  Bob,  "things 
don't  look  too  encouraging.  After  all,  four  of 
last  year's  starters  have  graduated.  We  have 
recruited  some  outstanding  freshmen,  though, 
so  its  simply  a  matter  of  how  fast  they  mature. 
If  they  don't  come  on  fast,  it  could  be  a  long 
year." 


In  addition  to  Carter,  outstanding  freshmen 
prospects  include  6-5  Daryl  Byers  of  Shelby, 
6-5  Jeff  Cook  of  Statesville,  6-7  Bill  Allgood 
of  Marietta,  Ga.,  6-2  Harry  Shelton  of 
Richmond,  Va.  and  6-1  Rick  Barnes  of  Hickory. 

Some  experience  returns  to  this  year's  Bear 
team  in  6-0  guard  John  Lentz  of  Willingboro, 
N.  J.,  the  lone  returning  starter,  and  6-6  center- 
forward  Hal  White  of  Dallas.  Lentz  and  White 
are  the  team's  only  seniors  and  will  be  looked 
to  for  the  leadership  of  the  club. 

Freshmen  Bruin  cagers  will  hit  the  court  late 
this  month,  and  the  veterans  will  join  them  early 
in  October.  The  team  will  be  young  and  inex- 
perienced, but  it  has  potential.
